“The sentence of six months in

ANDERSON, Ind, June 13.—A 
plot by vigilintes. to raid the hall 
of the United Automobile Workers 
and to damage the sound equip- 
ment of the union on the eve of 
a mass meeting with Homer Mar- 
tin, General President of the U.A. 
W., as speaker was foiled today 
by guarding unionists. 

Nine of the vigilantes, several of 
whom tried to climb into the union 
building through a fire escape, and 
a number who had tried to come 
through a stairway, received a rain 
of buckshot. 

None of them was injured seri- 


ously. 

Shortly after that a mass meet- 
ing of more than 3,000 at Athletic 
Park was addressed by Martin.

The ruthless destruction of these con- 
spiratorial agents of Hitler in the Red Army 
naturally caused “misgivings” in nearly the 
entire capitalist press. The rooting out of 
these strategically placed spies emphasizes 
more than ever before the irrevocability of 
Socialism in the Soviet Union and the failure 
of the war-frenzied Fascists to succeed in 
their gigantic schemes for war for the de- 
struction of the U.S.S.R. The great succesiies 
of Socialism in the Soviet Union, the tremen- 
dous strengthening of the defensive forces of 
the U.S. S. R., its growing international im- 
portance led Fascism, on the one hand, to the 
most drastie attempts to win and place spies 
into high strategie positions in the Red 
Army, and on the other hand, drove the des- 
perate remnants of the White Guardist pro- 
capitalist and Trotzkyist elements in the 
U.S. S. R. to join with German Fascism in the 
hope of successfully destroying Socialism by 
war.

Red Army is not only stronger, but as the 
Soviet press so correctly says, it is in the 
position of an army which has won a 
major battle in the war against Fascism. 

The New York Times, which again sees 
“the beginning of the end,” has a long ree- 
ord of predicting the collapse of the Soviet 
Union reaching from the first week of the 
victory of the Russian Revolution up to the 
last cable story from Europe. At every stage 
of victory of the U.S. S. R. over its enemies, 
the New York Times has “foreseen” a 
“weakening” of the Soviet Union. The pre- 
diction does not gain validity with age. But 
the Soviet Union does gain strength with 
each new exposure and defeat of its hidden 
and open enemies. 

American workers, who know to what 
lengths capitalists go with their spies to try 
to destroy workers’ organizations, can well 
understand to what extremes world capital- 
ism, especially its most war-mad Fascist van- 
guard, will go in utilizing spies against the 
greatest victory of world labor typified by 


the Russian Revolution and the creation of 


Socialism in one-sixth of the world. 

Every blow agai Hitler’s agents, 
whether hiding behind phrases of Trotzky, 
concealed czarist agents in the uniform of 
Red Army generals like Tukhachevsky and 
his co-conspirators, or a disguised Japanese 
imperialist agent, results not only in a tre- 
mendous strengthening of the Soviet Union,
